fhe New Gas. 

The new gas manulactured on the 
lot of the Markham House is made from kero- 
sene oil.

The mavipulator is 
autometic, and worked by the gas which 3 
through it The gas being lighter than air, re- 
quires but little pressure to carry it to its desti- 
uation. The two foot burners turnish a more 
brilliant light than the five foot burners. The 
light is much whiter and more brilliant, diffus- 

ig 00 perceptible odorand less heat, it is at 
east fifty per cent cheaper th»n the ordinary 
gas. Each two foot burner costs Mr Hunnicutt 
about tive vills per hour. The four hundred 
burners of the Markham House wiil soon estab- 
lish the relative cost of this and the “‘city gas.” 

The improyemeuts invented by Mr Beilin- 
grathmre the *‘mantpulator’ and the mode of 
inducting the oii into the retorts The inven- 
tion isone by which he may well feel elated, 
and he well merits the ec ngratulations of all 
who desire more and cheeper light.
